In cutting down the delegate rep­ 
resentation of the south©.n 
states, 
which always 
go 
Democratic, the 
rules committee and tile convention 
did what the national committee was 
told to do by the convention of 1B20 
and refused to do. 
Another new feat­ 
ure is the addition of one national 
committeeman for each stall* that ex­ 
ceeds a given Republican vote in the 
lust preceding national election. 


Fam iliar Faces Missing. 


Tho facets of such men as Senators 
Lodge. Smoot, Watson and others of 
the senatorial coterie, of W ill Hays, 
of Harry M. Daugherty, of Mr®. Co­ 
rinne Roosevelt Robinson, of T. Cole­ 
man Dupont, of Charles D. Hiller aud 
a long list of others who filled the 
epeaivera' platfoi in at Chicago in 11*26, 
Are not seen on th© platform at Cleve­ 
land.

Cause of Losses 
to Pea Canners 


Seed of Right Variety b 
One of Most Important 
Considerations. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of A g ric u ltu re .) 
One of the most important consid­ 
erations in the commercial growing 
of peas for canning is seed of the 
right variety, as a few’ plants of the 
wrong kind may ruin the entire pack, 
says the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The Alaska variety, which 
is the basis of a very large percentage 
■>t the acreage used for canning pur­ 
poses, must be kept reasonably pure 
if the crop is to be grown at a profit, 
and m .m atter how good the seed is 
otherwise, if there 
is a small per­ 
centage of peas known as Bangalias, 
the crop will be undesirable for can­ 
ning because of tim discoloration pnv- 
duced by this variety. 
Test Sample;; of Seed. 
During the past two years the de­ 
partment 
has 
coll' ct cd 
samples of 
st»ed of canning peas on the open m ar­ 
ket and grown them side by side in 
trial grounds; some surprising facts 
•‘ barding the quality of the seed have 
been brought out. la 1923 the growlier 
tests of Alaska peas comprised 219 
samples, and of these 11 proved to he 
true to name with no off-type plants. 
Sixteen samples were off-type only in 
tho slightly greater length of vine, 
• bile the production and character of 
the pods would admit them for can- 
: ag purposes; CT samples showed le<s 
an IO plants per rod of row of off- 
type peas and vines. Of the remainder 
there were 51 samples which showed 
from IO to 25 plants per rod having 
long vines not characteristic of the 
Masks variety.
